WASHINGTON, April 18 .—[Special. ] 
In 
diplomatic circles here I hear a good deal 
of gossip to the effect that the one trouble 
with General Woodford, our minister to 
Madrid, has been an ex cessive amiability. 
General Woodford was chosen by President 
McKinley as his envoy to Madrid largely 
on account of his charming manners, his 
ability to win friendships, his softness of 
speech. It was thought he, better than any 
one else, could carry out the president’s 
policy of impressing upon the Spanish 
leaders the desire of the United .States to 
have a peaceful solution of the Cuban 
! rnblem. 
So far as this part of the pro­ 
gramme was concerned, it is said General 
Woodford was a great success. He did win 
the friendship of the Spanish. They liked 
him very much and regurded him as thuir 
good and great friend. 
Tin: difficulty was that when it cnmo 
time to change tactics and convince them 
they hud to do so and so in order to avert 
war, or at least intervention on thopa rtof 
the United States, General Woodford found 
he had done only too well tho earlier part 
ef his work. It. was impossible to convince 
the Spanish statesman that war could come 
out of a country represented by so mild 
mannered a man as the American envoy 
and one who had constantly whispered 
into their ears such warm and winning 
words of love. 
When, under direction of 
th« president, General Woodford endeavor­ 
ed to change his tactics and impress upon 
the Spaniards the imperative necessity of 
making great sacrifices in Cuba, the lead­ 
ers at Madrid simply winked the other eye 
and said to themselves that the American 
go v ern men t was evidently pla ying a little 
game of political bluff. 
A Serious Ga m e. 
I am informed that it was only within 
the last ten days or two weeks that tho 
cabinet ministers and other advisers of the 
queen regent at Madrid began to realize 
how 
serio u s a game they were playing 
with tie* United States. 
It is undoubted­ 
ly true that General Woodford’s sweet and 
oily manners, h is iteration and ieitoration 
of the wish of tho president to preserve 
the peace, no matter what else happened, 
had much to do with this tardy apprecia­ 
tion of tho gravity of the situation at Ma­ 
drid. 
In other words. General Woodford 
rather overplayed his first cards. His pur­ 
pose was, of course, to convince the Span­ 
ish of the friendship of tho American gov­ 
ernment, and virtually to induce them to 
look i pon the affair In onto such light us 
: this: 
•We are in trouble with our colony of 
Culm. The president of the United States 
is o ir friend. 
He is trying to enforce all 
tht lows of neutrality 
If left to himself, 
he would not make anj trouble for us 
¡abou iCuba, because ho understands our 
difficulty. But he has behind him a coun- 
| try which is sympathetic with the Cubans, 
Public opinion in his country is forcing 
him toward some sort of action. 
It is 
against his will, so our good friend, Gen­ 
era’ Woodford tells us, and we believe 
him. 
General Woodford also tells us that 
if 
w 
e 
trust tho settlement of this trouble 
to the 
p residen t through negotiation, it 
w ill be much bettor for us than if we force 
the president to turn it all over to tho 
congress, for congress will try to settle it 
iii a harsh and disagreeable way. 
There­ 
fore, since the president and his minister 
have shown themselves so friendly and 
considerate, perhaps this is tho best tiling 
we can do.’ 
Wi l y S p a n ish D ip lom a ts. 
This was the president’s plan 
He hoped 
to convince the Spanish lenders it was to 
their interest to trust him rather than 
force congress to make war. It was a good 
scheme if it would only work. 
1 ho troll 
ble was that tho wily Spaniards saw 
through tho whole thing at tho outset. 
They said to themselves that if that was 
Mr. McKinley’s game they could play it 
as well as he could. 
So they started out 
deliberately and skillfully to make game of 
the president and his envoy. In such work 
as tills the Spanish diplomats are very 
adroit. They began at once to fill General 
Woodford’s mind with hope of the great 
concessions they were going to make after 
awhile. 
They led him to believe that if 
the president of the United States persist­ 
ed long enough in his policy it would end 
in success—that is to say, Spain would 
ultimately find the way to yield everything 
demanded without war, thus giving the 
McKinley administration tho great pres­ 
tige of having effected a revolution by 
peaceful means. 
This would be a diplo­ 
matic triumph of no mean order

If she were dead and father 
had to hire a ll tha t done, it would cost 
him another $ 100 a year more, and 
tha t’s $ 2,000 wor'h of work mother 
w ill bavt done for me by the time I am 
a mail.

Those are hard times. 
When parents

when ma ybe his fa ther’s potatoes are 
not dug nor the wood brought in for his 
mother? Is it fair for him to disappoint 
them by swea ring and drinking? 
Some of our parents ha ve put about all 
the property they have into us boys and 
girls. 
If w e make spittoons and whisky 
jug s of ourselves, they w ill be poor in­ 
deed. But if we ma ke good citizens and 
substa ntia l men they w ill feel as if 
they had good pay for bring ing us up.
